CONSIDER STRIKE 
ON GOVERNMENT. 


Ask President to Permit 
Discharge of Foreman 
in Printing Office. 


Service Requirements Are 
Fulfilled — Present 
Demands Today. 


GOVERNMENT LABOR TROUBLES—Possibill- 
ties of a strike in the government printing 
office are seen in further demands of book- 
binders’ union to make permanent discharge of 
Foreman Miller, reinstated by the president. 

ARREST OF BEAVPRS.—Postoffice officials be- 
lieve District Attorney Youngs and Beavers 
will reach an agreement as to the latter’s ar- 
rest. Say Youngs is pursuing an unusual 
course in not causing his immediate arrest. 

FINANCIAL LEGISLATION, — Representative 
Cannon leaves Washington to confer with 
financial leaders and the president regarding 
needed financial legislation. 


Washington, D. C., July 21.—[Special.]— 
Possibilities of serious labor troubles in the 
government printing office are indicated by the 
action tonight of local union No. 4 of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Bookbinders, 
which voted to ask President Roosevelt to 
reecind his order that Foreman Miller ‘be 
reinstated in his old position. The under- 
standing is if the president does not acquiesce 
in the request of the union it will then decide 
on whether a strike will be called. 

The board of arbitration will meet tomor- 
row and present the statement to Secretary 
Cortelyou, after which it will be made pub- 
lic. 

While it was realized by those present at 
the meeting that if the binders went .out 
the printers and pressmen would be com- 
pelled to follow them, the advisability and 
practicability of a strike at the government 
printing office was seriously considered. 
There was much talk on this line from the 


anxious to do nothing hastily. 

One thing that prevented radical action 
is the fact that in seeking to have Miller 
permanently discharged the union men did 
not go about the matter properly. Instead 
of filing formal charges with the civil service 
commission, they made the demand on Public 
Printer Palmer. Palmer, therefore, had no 
authority to discharge Miller. Now this is 
to be remedied, and the formalities of civil 
service law are to be strictly observed in 


the new demands. 


Foreman Miller was dismissed by Public 
Printer Palmer because he was not in 
rood. standing = the bookbinders’ 
union. The printing office bureau of 
cngraving and printing and the navy yard 
are practically controlled by organized labor, 
and heretofore it has been impossible fort 
nonunion man to hold a position in any of 
these departments. 

President Roosevelt's attitude that the 
laws of the United States are superior tothe 
laws of labor unions has somewhat surprised 
many members of the unions, but some of 
the leaders who know President Roosevelt 
is a stanch friend of labor heartily indorse 
the stand taken by him. Even the leaders 
themselves are willing to-admit there has 
been a disposition on the part of the unions 
to dictate the policies of some of the gov- 
ernment departments and to override the 
officials. This tendeney is becoming strong- 
er every day, and recently there has been a 
disposition to’ make demands which were 
considered unreasonablé; so it was decided 
that unless something was done to check 
this tendency certain branches of the gov- 
ernment would be governed by the rules and 
regulations of labor unions instead of the 
laws enacted by congress. 

The greatest difficulty has been experi- 
enced in the government printing office, and 
while few strikes have occurred in that in- 
stitution, it has required all the ingenuity 
and diplomacy of the public printer to pre- 
vent them. During the construction of. the 
new printing office, however, strikes were 
of almost daily occurrence. They were 
caused by trivial matters generally, and the 
public printer and his assistants have fre- 
quently been called from their desks to set- 
tle many strikes which were ordered on short 


notice. 


Great interest is manifested in what will 
eccur When Miller returns to work, and while 
there is_no disposition on the part of the 
jeaders to take issue with the president, there 
are many who favor a strike when Miller re- 
turns to his old position. Practically every 
employé in the bureau of engraving and 
printing is a member of a labor organization 
and it lies within the power of organized 
iabor to close the institution where the money 
ef the government and postage stamps are 
printed. 

A member of the cabinet was asked today 
what would be the effect of President Roose- 
veit’s ordering the reinstatement of Miller. 
and writing a letter saying the laws of the 
Inited States and not those of organized 
labor ‘would govern in the department. 

“ Every thinking man knows President 
Roosevelt is a stanch friend of organized 
labor,” said this officer. ‘“ He has demon- 
strated this many times. But owing to the 
attitude of labor it was deemed best that the 
president should make it plain that the na- 
tional laws must govern. He is not opposed 
to organized labor. Lately there has been a 
disposition on their part to interefere with 
the affairs of certain departments and if this 
tendency is not checked the government 
probably would be handicapped. Before tak- 
ing the action, the president conferred with 
some of the labor leaders and they indorsed 
his action. Every laboring man knows the 
president is his friend, and what has been 
done is in their interest.” 

The tension in the situation was greatly 
relieved when shortly before midnight 
local union No. 4, International Broth- 
erhood of Bookbinders, agreed that President 
Roosevelt was perfectly justified in his action 
in directing Public Prifter Palmer to rein- 
state W. A.-Miller as foreman in the bindery 
ai the public printing office. 

An officer of the union said after the meeting 
called to consider the case: | 

“ President Roosevelt, as every one knows, 
is a warm friend of organized labor, and we 
feel confident he will uphold our contention 
as far as Miller is concerned when he learns 
the reasons for which the union expelled him. 

“ The union realized under the civil service 
rules that the president had al! the best of 
the argument. While it is well understood 
that no one can be employed at the govern- 
ment office unless he belongs to a union or

PASS IRISH LAND BILL 


Commons Adopts It at Third 
Reading by Vote of 317 to 20. 


SEES HOPE FOR HOME RULE. 


John Redmond Declares Way Is Paved 
for Long Sought Cause, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 22, 3a. m.—The Irish land 
bill passed its third reading in the house 
of commons this evening by a vote of 317 
to 20. John Redmond, the leader of the 
Irish party in the house, bestowed warm con- 
gratulations on Chief Secretary for Ireland 
Wyndham, but as the latter is in Ireland 
with the king he was not present to hear 
them. 
Mr. Redmond paid a tribute to the ability 
and patience with which Wyndham has con- 
ducted the bill, which, but fer his concilia- 
tory and sympathetic spirit, he said, could 
not have been brought to a successful issue. 
“The nationalists,’’ Redmond added, “ are 
net,completely satisfied with the bill, and 
they do not accept the responsibility for 
everything in it. Indeed, in some instances 
it violates the proposals made at the land 
conterence, but so far as the evicted tenants 
are concerned they have obtained all they 
wanted, and it is satisfactory to remember 
that this is obtained with the consent of the 
main representatives of the landlords, 


Chance for Wider Rights. 

* Under ‘the bill practically every evicted 
tenant in Ireland may be restored, which is 
a fact of enormous importance to the whole 
future of Ireland.” 

Premier Balfour said he rejoiced at the 
good will shown on all sides in the discussion 
of the bill, no less than its passage. 

__Has Faith in Irish. 

“I have long advocated the purchase 
scheme,” he said, “‘ realizing that the Irish 
land system is probably the worst in the 
world, contriving to combine the defects of 
almost every other conceivable system. 

“Of course the bill will not remove the great 
Irish controversy. That will remain, but it 
will be no longer embittered by those social 
wrongs which have made it in some of its 
phases discreditable and painful. 

“I trust henceforth that the Irishmen, 
honestly believing that the great constitu- 
tional change is desirable from an Irish point 
of view, will no longer be tempted to mix 
up two quite different controversies—the 
controversy whether you should or should 
not give home rule to Ireland and the con- 
troversy whether you should or should not 
maintain the land system, which is costly, 
unjust, complicated, financially burdensome, 
and equally injurious to tenants and land- 
lords.”’

SCOUTS ROUT REBELS 


Kill 15 and Wound 15 in Battle 
on the Island of Albay. 


AMERICANS LOSE ONE MAN. 


Fighting Continues for Three Hours 
Before Opposing Forge Withdraws. 


MANILA, July 21.—The Philippine scouts 
and rural constabulary defeated 250 rebels 
in the streets of Albay, the capital of the 
island of Albay, on Thursday last, killing 
fifteen and wounding fifteen. ‘The combat- 
ants entered the town from opposite sides 
and street fighting continued for three hours.

STEEL TRUST HIT; 
STOCKS GO DOWN. 


Owners Rush Into Wall Street 
and Unload Trust Issues; 
Common at Lowest 
Point in History. 


COMES FROM ALL SIDES. 


Rumored.That Dividends Are to - 

Be Passed—Manipulation 
and Raid by Western 
Charged. 


New York, July 21.—[Spectal.]—Thtre wag 
a wild rush on the stock exchange today of 
owners of stock in the United States Steel 
corporation to seil their holdings, which cre- 
ated a confusion that extended to all parts 
of the market. It was not part of the liquida- 
tion that has characterized the market for 
the last few weeks and which has brought 
an enormous decline in all listed stocks, but 
it was a general scramble on the part of 
hundreds of persons, many having buta few 
shares, to get rid of them at any price. 

Under the bombardment of selling orders 
the quotations fell rapidly. Common sold 
at 23, the lowest point that security has ever 
touched, and preferred went to 70, which ig 
only one point higher than the mark on the 
day of the great Northern Pacific panic, 


Sales of 185,000 Shares. 

The extent to which owners of the stock 
threw it everboard was shown in the official 
record of’transactions for the day. Out of 
800,000 shares traded in on the floor of the 
exchange there were 130,000 shares of Steel 
common and 55,000 shares of the preferred. 

At par this represents a face value of §$15,- 
500,000. At today’s closing figures, how- 
ever, the value is only $6,450,000. The losses 
for the day were §2:75 on each share of com- 
mon and $3.87% on each share of preferred.” 
The high record for 1902 was 46% for come 
mon and 97% for preferred.” 


Wild Rumors Agitate Market. 

The yeasons for the anxiety on the part of 
people generally to sell Steel stock are being 
anxiously searched for tonight by Wall 
street traders, for they do not seem to be 
altogether clear in view of the recent reports 
of future business for the mills controlled by * 
the trust. Many rumors were current during 
the day, the most alarming of which was the 
statement credited to insiders and circulated 
freely by brokerage houses that the next 
dividend on Steel-common, which is payable 
“Sept. 30, will be the last forsome time. Wall 
street is practically unanimousin the opinion 
that it would be unwise to declare another 
which the stock sold today, for the common 
would yield at the present rate of dividends 
at least 18.18 per cent interest on the money 
invested. It is argued that if the manage- 
ment proposed to pay a dividend it would use 
some of the company's surplus to buy in the 
stock, for the operations from their plants 
would not net such high return as 18 per 
cent. 
Manipulation Is Claimed. 

In Pittsburg, the center of tne steel trust's 
operations, it was declared tonightthat the 
weakness in the stock was due to manipula- 
tion. Prominent financiers declared that the 
present board of directors of the trust lost 
control of the stock some time ago, and that 
any well balanced pool could have secured 
control, and in the event of an election could 
have seriously threatened the power of J. 
P. Morgan & Co. 

The Pittsburg contingent has been predict- 
ing for weeks that Steel common is bound to 
sellat 20. They would not tell why, but they 
said they had tips from the inside. 

It is said that the big financiers want to 
squeeze out all the small owners so as to get 
the entire control, which they hope to do 
at an average of 30 or better. The fact is 
pointed to thatethe associated banks of New 
York yesterday began calling loans on Steel 
common, and it was hinted that this was 
part of the movement. 


Insiders Charge Raid. 

From men known to be close to the leaders 
in the trust comes the declaration that the 
siump is due toaraid. A banker who had just 
called on Mr. Morgan charged John W. Gates 
with being the leader in the attack. 

“ This development of today is not liquida- 
tion,”’” he declared. If a man liquidates he 
tries to wet the best pessible price, but the 
sellers today did not stand on any price. It 
was a case of ‘ soak, soak, soak,’ and the low- 
er the price went the better they liked it. Of 
course you know the seller is John W. Gates— 
that is, I should say, Harris, Gates & Co. In 
my opinion the attack is made on steel in 
order to distract attention from the buying of 
railroad stocks.”

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POPE'S BODY NOW | 


LYING IN STATE. 


After Dignitaries Have Paid 
a Last Tribute Public 
May Gaze on Dead. 


SAD SERVICES PLANNED. 


Cardinals Meet and Officially Pro- 
claim Demise of Leo XIII.; 
Solemn Ceremonies. 


ROME, July 21.—The body of Leo XIII. les 
tonight in the hall of the throneroom a few 
steps from the room in which his death took 
place. The same vestments, the hood, the 
rochet, and the white gown which were put 
on yesterday cover the form which rests in 
semi-state surrounded by the lighted candles, 
the Noble guard, and Franciscan peniten- 
tlaries. 

Tomorrow morning the diplomatic body, 
the high dignitaries, and the Roman aris- 
tocracy will enter the hal! to pay their trib- 
utes of respect to all that remains of the 
pope. 

In the afternoon the body will be arrayed 
fn all the glory of the pontifical robes, the 
miter replacing the hood. and at sunset it 
will be taken into the chapel of the Holy 
Sacrament of St. Peter's, where for three 


' “ days the public will be given an opportunity 


of paying a last farewell. Theinterment will 
take place Saturday evening. 


Death Recognized Officially. 


Today was notab’e for the impressive cere- 
monial of the recogrition of the death of the 
pope. which tcok place in the morning in the 
chamber in which the pontiff died. There- 
after only those were admitted who were con- 
cerned in the embalming cf the body. an 
operation which occupied six hours. In the 
meantime the authorities of the vatican pro- 
ceeded with the preparations for the funeral 
and the conclave and the acknowledgment 
of the condolences which had been received. 
Among the latter was a notable message 
from the German emperor. 

Throughout the day the vatican was sur- 
rounded by crowds, which increased towards 
Might. Several thousard entered St. Peter's 
at vespers and joined in prayers for the de- 
parted. Among these were many Italian 
officers, whose troops shortly after sunset 
were marched from the vatican back to their 
barracks. At no time had their services been 
needed. 


Four Hundred Church Bells Toll. 
The quiet of this evening was broken by a 
chorus such as the world seldom has heard. 
* On the stroke of 8 all of Rome's 400 charches 
commenced to toll bells for the passing of the 
soul of Leo XIII. From the seven hills and 


from every quarter of the city which con- ! 


tained churches came the constant clang 
until all was one vast reverberation. The 
harsh jingle of the smaller chape! bells strik- 
‘Ing quickly and more often was not drowned 
by the solemn strokes that came in mourn- 
ing measure from the great dome of St. 
Peter's. 

It was as if a great fire raged and every bell 
im Rome were vying with every other in 
anxiety to warn the populace. Except in 
its common motive and common sorrow it 
was an amazing discord, which continued an 
hour, and which will recur nightly until the 
obsequies are over. 


Cardinals in Solemn Ceremony. 

All the cardinals present in Rome, num- 
bering twenty-nine, assembled this morning 
at the apostolic palace to view the remains of 
the late Leo Xill. and officially to pronounce 
him dead. Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the 
sacred college and camerlengo of the holy 
Roman church, had to put aside his cardi- 


nal’s robes as a sign of deep mourning, and | 


was gowned entirely in violet. The other 
cardinals wore crimson robes with violet col- 
lars, indicative of mourning. 

The pope's bedroom had been transformed 
into a kind of mortuary chapel, with the altar 
at one end, having in the center a crucifix 

_ surrounded by six lighted candles. Four 
candles stood at the bed corners. 

The white veil then was removed from the 
agead man's face, revealing the cameolike 
features of the departed pope, rendered 
sharper and more transparent by death.. So 
lifelike was the body that those present half 
expected Leo to raise his hand in the familjar 
gcature of blessing. 


Name Is Called Three Times. 


A moment of breathi«ss silence ensued, and 
then the cardinal camerilengo, taking the as- 
persorium, sprinkled the late pontiff with 
holy water. and said in a firm voice, ** Gioac- 
chino "’ (the Christian name of the deceased 
holy father). When there was no answer the 
BSame word was repeated three times, louder 
and louder. After which, turning to the 
kneeling cardinals, the camerlengo solemnly 
announced: 

“Papa vere mortuus est."’ 
reaily dead.’’) 

As the words were uttered there arose from 
the kneeling cardinals a sigh, like that of the 
Wind in the trees at night, a tribute paid to 
the iate pontiff by these princely heads of the 
church. 

After this the ranking cardinals recited the 

* De Profundis, gave absolution, and sprinkled 

the body with holy water. 


Fisherman’s Ring Removed. 


Following the ceremony of the recognition 
of the death of the pope by the sacred col- 
lege came another, shorter, but no less sig- 
nificant and symbolic. On Leo's finger was 
the famous Fisherman's ring, which the 
cameriengo, with a whispered prayer, drew 
gently off and which, later, will be broken 
in the presence of the cardinals, reset, and 
presented to the new pope when he is elected. 


Body Embalmed and Dissected. 
The embalming of the pope’s body was per- 
formed by Dr. Lapponi, assisted by his son,

Dr. Guido, and the four physicians of the. 


apostolic palace, besides the doctor. of the 
Swiss guard. The body was carefully washed 
and then the doctors proceeded with the 
anatomic search of the arteries into which 
were injected a specia! disinfectant for pre- 
venting decomposition. They then pro- 
ceeded to make an injection in the par- 
enchyma, waiting afterwards some time for 
the diffusion of the disinfecting filuld through- 
out the body. 

Then began the dissection of the body, with 
an incision made in the chest bone, begin- 
ning in the center, but a little to the left, so 
as to end at the external left margin of the 
ehest bone, thus laying bare the thorax, 
which was afterward opened. This was fol- 
inwed by tying all the arteries, which in 
that part of the body are in communication 
with the remainder of the organism, and 
extracting afterwards the viscera of the 
thorax. 

Dr. Lapponi then made a prolonged cut 
lower down, extracting the abdominal vis- 
cera, which was washed. disinfected, and

DUBLIN IS HOST

British Ruler Is Cheered Dur- 
ing His. Carriage Ride 


ONE SLIGHT IS NOTICED,

DUBLIN, July 21.—King Edward, Queen 
Alexandra, and Princess Victoria were greet. 
ed by cheering crowds on their arrival in thig 
city today and tonight their maiesties are the 
guests of the ancient capital of Ireland, 

All the route from the quay at Kingstown 
where the royal party landed, was lined by 
throngs of people and the entire line was dec. 
orated. The whole day's proceedings werg 
not marred by any unpleasant incident be. 
yond one during the ceremony of handing the 
keys of the city to the king. The city hall, 
alone of all public buildings, was not deco. 


rated. 
Greeted by Royal Salute. 


The king and queen and their suites arrived 
at Kingstown at 9:05 o'clock this morning 
on board the royal yacht Victoria and Albert. 


in the harbor the royal salute was fired by 
thirteen vessels of the home fleet. 
Thousands of people lined the streets ang 
wharves, awaiting the arrival of their majes- 
ties. While they were gathering a note of 
mourning was sounded amid the generai re. 
joicings. It came from the great bell of tha 
Roman Catholic church of St. Michael; which 
was tolled solemnly in memory of the pope, 
whose death undeniably mars the spontaneity 
of the welcome. Their majesties were rowed 
from the Victoria and Albert in a royal barge 


11 o'clock. They were received by the earj 
of Dudley, lord lieutenant of Ireland, anda 
number of officials, and were conducted toa 
pavilion, where an address of welcome was 
read in behalf of the Kingstown municipal 
council. 
King Sorrows at Pope’s Death. 

In replying to the address at Kingstown, 
King Edward said he shared in the sadriess 
of multitudes of his subjects over the news 
of the pope's death. His majesty said he 
remembered the kindness with which his 
holiness had so recently received him and 
the interest which Pope ‘Leo took in the 
welfare of the English people. 

The king added that his visit came at @ 
time when a new era is opening for Ireland, 

King Edward recalled his previous pleas- 
ant visits to Ireland and said the Irish re 
ception to his mother, the late Queen Vic- 
toria, was among the most grateful recol- 
lections of the closing years of her life. 


Carriage Ride to Dublin. 


Immediately after the ceremony their maj- 
eaties, accompanied by the lord lieutenant 
and a brilliant staff and escorted by the 
Horse guards, drove off in the direction of 
Dublin. The procession to Dublin consisted

Cast of Face Is Taken. 

Prof. Albert Galli, director of the vatican 
museum, has made a cast of Pope Leo’s 
face and head, ang also a model of his hand 
holding a roll of paper. 

There was a touching scene at the vaijgan 
this morning when the nephews of Leo, h 
their families. entered the death chambef to 
take a last farewell of their uncle. The eléers 
‘were dressed in black and the children in 
white. Asthey emtered the younger children, 
‘awestruck and frightened, began to cry. but 
the beauty of the scene soon quieted them, 
and they ceased to weep. The !ittle party 
advanced 65n tiptoe. and, circling around the 
bed, fell on their knees and joined in the 
prayers of the penitentiaries. 

Mer. Cagiano, the major domo. assisted by 
the papal notary and Mgr. Bisleti. master of 
the chamber, sealed all the drawers and 
boxes in the papal apartments, making a 
minute inventory of all objects of value 
found. These were intrusted for safe keep- 
ing to Prince Rospigliosi, the commandant 
of the noble guard. 

Guards Warned cf Duty. 

Cardinal Oreglia in giving instructions to 
the commanders of the papal/ armed bodies 
said: 

‘Although the relations between the 
church and the government of Italy are less 
strained-than in 1878, so that certainly order 
will be maintained outside the vatican. I re- 
mind you that it is your duty to watch close- 
ly inside the vatican to prevent, especially 
during the conclave, the interference of any 
extraneous influence.”’ 


Preparrtions at St. Peter’s. 


Although signs of mourning are visible 
throughcut the whole city, chief interest 
centered in St. Peter's. About the great 
church there was not the slightest evidence 
of confusion. The vast expanse inclosed 
within the stately colonnade looked majestic 
in its serenity. 

‘The official presence of the Italian soldiery 
was kept noticeably in the background. At 
the foct of the stone steps stood an officer of 
Italian grenadiers in fatigue uniform and 
cap, with a small detachment of troops so 
broken into squads that they did not have 
the appearance of being in martial array. 
With them were the vatican and municipal 
police, in somber uniforms, with broad 
chapeaus, scme topped with little blue pom- 
pons. 

Great Bronze Doors Closed. 


The ponderous bronze doorsof the vatican 
were closed, presenting a front which might 
have withstcod an army. The only means 
of ingress was a small opening which had 
been cut through the solid bronze bas reliefs. 
Behind this narrow entrance. only wide 
enough to admit a single person, stood a 
Swiss guard with fixed bayonet. As the car- 
dinals and diplomats came they went up to 
the little door, knocked, and were admitted. 
Outside these favored few the exclusion was 
absolute. 

Inside the magnificent Church of St. Peter's 
could be heard the sound of the hammer and 
chisel, already preparing Leo’s temporary 
tomb. A massive wouden platform had been 
rolled into the basilica, reaching half way 
to the ceiling, to the leftofthe nave. Around 
this rough staging stood a gaping crowd 
watching half a dozen workmen prepare the 
niche wherein Leo’s coffin soon will rest. 
High above the niche they had driven into 
solid masonry three. enormous steel] 
. hooks, from which the tackle will be operated 
to hofst the coffin into place. 

The resting place for the casket is a marbl- 
slab fifteen feet above the pavement, form- 
ing the upper casement of one of the massive 
doors. On either side are great marble 
cupids, while the light comes dimly from 
above through two domes surrounded by ex- 
quisite mosaics, one showing the apostles and 
saints and the.other an angelic chorus. 


Chapel Is Made Ready. 


Within the right nave still another prep- 
aration for the pope’s obsequies was going 
on. This was the preparation of the Chapel 
of the Holy Sacrament for receiving his body 
after its removal from the vatican. 

The front of the chapel is cut off from the 
main church by a massive trelace, through 
which the faithful can look upon the altar 
within. This is of solid brass, with a heroic 
brass kneeling angel. Before the altar is a 
narrow space, where Pope Leo's coffin will 
be deposited when it comes from the vatican. 
This space is so small that the foot of the 
casket will extend to the iron trelace. 

The purpose of this arrangement is to 
carry out the ancient ceremony by which 
the actual! foot of the dead pontiff will extend 


ing faithful to approach and kiss the iast 
remnant of former papal authority 
through it. 

The government of the Catholic church has 
been officially assumed by Cardinal Oreglia 
as dean of the sacred college and as dean of 
the cardinal bishops.

EXT to the formal recognition of the 
death of Pope Leo the most significant 
and symbolic ceremony of the ex- 
equies of the pope was the removal 
and disposition of the fisherman's 

ring. the chief insignia of papa! authority. 

When the kneeling cardinals had heard the 
pope pronounced “ really dead,’’ as the Latin 
phrase has it, they saw Cardinal! Oreglia, the 
cardinal camerlengo, again approach the 
body yesterday and with a whispered praver 
draw from the ponitiff's finger the great 
gold seal, known for eight centuries as the 
‘‘annulus piscatoris,’’ or ring of the fisher- 
man. 

At the first assembl¢ of the college of car- 
dinals the cardinal camerlengo will produce 
the ring and then in the sight of all it will be 
breken by the master of ceremonies. Then, 
while the cardinals are secluded in election 
of a new pontiff, the papal jeweler will cast 
a new ring from the gold of the old and set 
in it a new stone bearing the intaglio device 
of the fisherman drawing in his net. 

The fisherman's ring is the papal ring of 
investiture, and embodies the symbolism of 
authority analogous to that of the pontifical! 
ring of an archbishop. The new ring will be 
brought into the conclave with the space for 
the name of the new pope left blank. 
When the new pontiff is conducted to the 
throne to receive the homage of the cardinals 
the. cardinal camerlengo will approach and 
place the ring on the pope's finger, at the 
same time asking what name his holiness de- 
sjres to adopt. The sovereign pontiff re 
plies, takes off the ring. and hands it to the 
master of ceremonies, who ‘has it engraved 
with the name assumed. Then for the first 
time may the election of the pope be an- 
nounced to the people, together with the 
name by which,he will henceforth be known. 

The origin of the fisherman's ring is lost 
in the medieval! cords of the church. It 
was first used by the Roman pontiffs as a 
seal of their private correspondence, the 
emblem being adopted in commemoration of

St. Peter, the poor fisherman of Galilee. 
Though the size and weight of the ring has 
varied from reign to reign of the papacy, the 
device has remained unchanged—a shallow 
representation of the aureoled figure of 
Peter seated in an ancient kind of boat, and 
pulling in a fishnet. Arching the figure Is the 
name of the pope. . 

The first mention of the ring occurs in a 
letter of Clement IV. to his nephew, Peter 
Grossi of St- Gilles, in 1265, by the tenor of 
which decument it would appear that the ring 
of the fisherman had been in use for some 
time. At first it was uSed to seal more or less 
private and secret: documents, but later it 
ecxume to be the stamp of authority on the bulls 
end other papal orders, 

In recent reigns the pontiffs have worn the 
ring only on state cecasions and it has not 
even been used to seal documents, the device 
ot the fisherman having been transferred for 
that purpose to all dies and stamps in the 
bureau of papal secretaries. Pope Leo XIII.'S8 
ring weighed an ounce anda half and was set 
with a comparatively inexpensive stone. 

The popular superstition is that the ring 
belonged to St. Peter himself and though 
many times lost it has always been miracu- 
lcously recovered.

Message from the Kaiser. 


The following telegram, dated Molde, Nor- 
way, has been received by Cardinal Oreglia 
from the German emperor: 

MOLDE. Norway, July 20, 1903.—I am 
painfully affected by the sad news I have 
just received. I send to the {illustrious col- 
lege of cardinals the expression of my sincere 
sympathy at the grievous loss the Roman 
Catholic church has sustained through the 
demise of the pope. I shall always retain 
a faithful memory of the exalted and. ven- 
erable man, who was a personal friend of 
mine, and whose extraordinary gifts of heart 
and mind compelled my admiration anew 
only a few weeks ago on the occasion of my 
last visit to Rome.

According to a statement coming from a 
high ecclesiastic, arrangements at the vat- 
ican are being pressed forward which will 
enable the conclave of cardinals to begin 
sitting on Aug. 1. However. it is now thought 
the sessions may last considerably longer 
than at first expected—even long enough to 
permit Cardinal Moran of Sydney, N. 8. W., 
to arrive in time to take part in the proceed- 


ings. 
Many Candidates for Pope. 


An ambassador accredited to the vatican 
says the question of Pope Leo's successor is 
a peculiarly open one at the present mo- 
ment. The personality of the candidates 
plays a much more important part than 
in any preceding conclave, since the con- 
ditions prevailing in the past are now en- 
tirely changed. 

Formerly the sacred college was divided 
into several distinct parties. There was, 
first, that composed of the cardinals who 
were members of the great Roman families. 
nearly every one of which was represented 
in the college. These always exerted pow- 
ful influence in the eleétion ofapope. Atthe 
present time there is only one scion of a 
great Roman house among the cardinals, 
Cardinal Battista Sasali del Drago, who, 
from the standpoint of the election of a new 
pontiff, is relatively unimportant. 

Then there were parties composed of car- 
dinals appointed by the same pope, who usu- 
ally ranged themselves into separate bodies. 
In addition to the members of the sacred col- 


lege appointed by the pope who had then 
just passed away, there were usually con- 


siderable numbers chosen by his predeces- 
sor, and even a few nominated by the pope 
preceding him. 

In consequence of Leo XITT.’s long reign 
these parties have disappeared entirely. In 
the present conclave there will be only one 
cardinal. Cardinal Oreglia, who was not ap- 
pointed by Pope Leo. It is considered high- 
ly probable that the new pope will be a man 
at present not thought of and not talked 
about. 

At this morning's meeting of the congre- 
gation of cardinals Mgr. Merry del Val. 
the first apostolic delegate to Canada. was 
provisionally appointed secretary of the con- 
sistorial congregation, replacing the late 
Mer. Volpini. This probably will be followed 
by making the provisional appointment per- 
manent. The position of secretary of the 
consistorial congregation has additiona) im- 
portance, since it will lead to the nomination 
of Mgr. Merry del Val as cardinal by the new 
pope. 3

LONDON, July 21.—It is learned that Japan 
is not satisfied with the assurances Russia 
has given the United States in regard to 
Manchuria and has been actively urging 
Great Britain to join her in a more energetic 
attitude towards Russia. 

Great Britain thus far has been disin- 
clined to take any acticn, but Japan Is per- 


sistent in urging the immediate evacuation 
of and the restoration of the status quo at 
New Chwang. and that a number of ad- 
ditional ports be opened to the commerce of 
the world. 


Russia Still Urging Acceptance. 


Japan haa informed the foreign office here 
that Russia has not ceased to present for 
Chinese acceptance the conditions which she 
presented some time ago and which Russia 
cenied submitting. 

If the ports are opened in compliance with 


the Japanese proposal, Manchuria will be 
honeycombed with trade routes. The Man- 
churian ports suggested by Japan are Fuin- 
hanchen, Taguistian, Siuyane, Liaoyan, Sem- 
minchin, and Tuncu. 


Russia Mobilizing Troops. 


LONDON, July 22, 38 a. m.—The Standard's 
Odessa correspondent sends a report that 
128.000 troops are being mobilized from cen- 
tral and northern garrisons in Russia for 
immediate dispatch to the far east in case of 
necessity. He also reports that on the re- 
turn of Gen. Kouropstkin, the Russian war 
minister, an extraordinary meeting of the 
imperial council of the state, which will be 
attended by the czar, will discuss Manchur- 
ian questions. 


Laying of Cable Explained, 


YOKOHAMA, July 21.—Repiying to a pro- 
test made by the Corean government. M. 
Pavaloff, Russian minister to Corea, has ex- 
plained that thé laying ofa cable across the 
Yalu river was entirely nonofficial and was 
undertaken by the newly formed Russian 
timber company, which, added M. Pavaloff, 
was entirely within its rights, since’ the 
American and British concessionnaires en- 
joyed the same privileges. 

A dispatch from Tokio yesterday said work 
on the Russian telegraph between Anjuang 
and Yongahmpho had been abandoned in 
consequence of remonstrances of Corea. 


War Feeling in Japan Grows. 


Victoria, B. C., July 21.—The steamer In- 
drasamaha brought news that the war feel- 
ing in Japan was stronger than ever when 
the steamer sailed, as a result of the alleged 
concessions made by the Chinese government 
to Russia. The excitement is accentuated 
by the change of attitude of Prince Ching, 
who is said to have gone over completely to 
the Russians’ side.

CITY IS CAPTURED 


~ AMID SLAUGHTER 


Venezuelan Army Drives Reb- 
- els from Ciudad Bolivar in 
Three Days’ Battle. 


DEAD FILL THE STREETS. 


Every Inch Contested Desper- 
ately as Government Troops 
Press. on to Victory. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


CARACAS, Venezuela, July 21.—After 
three days of bloody fighting in the streets 
of the city of Cludad Bolivar all government 
buildings there have been taken from the 
revolutionists, according to an official an- 
nouncement issued by the government this 
afternoon. 

A messenger who arrived by steamer and 
train from Ciudad Bolivar confirmed the 
report and stated that the city was captured 
by the government troops at 8 o'clock this 
morning. 

Hundreds fell in the battles, but the great- 
er loss was on the rebel side. The city of 
Ciudad Bolivar, the pivotal point in Vene- 
zuela, looks as if wrecked by a tornado. 

According to detailed advices sent from 
the scene of battle at 7 o'clock yesterday 
evening the fighting had continuéd with un- 
abated flerceness to that time, but the gov- \ 
ernment then was gaining slowly on the 


rebels. 
Every Step Is Contested. 


Block after block was disputed the govern- 
ment troops entering the city slowly. All 
the houses had been barricaded, and the 
revolutionists were forced from flat roofs. 
Whea the revolutionists finally abandoned 
the houses, after having taken all that 
could be used for barricades or to other- 
wise stop the advance of the govern- 
ment troops, they were immediately occu- 
pled by the government soldiers, who bored 
big holes in them, so as to communicate with 
the next house. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday morning, when the 
inhabitants of the commercial! and foreign 
parts of the city, near the Alameda, saw the 
advance of the government troops, they all 
abandoned their homes and sought refuge in 
other parts of the city, crossing the streets 
amid a hail of bullets and shells, the women 
carrying their children, the strong helping 
the weak. Many men in trying to protect the 
women fell, struck by bullets. 


Heaps of Dead Are Found. 

At 8 o'clock in the morning the government 
generais, having effected a junction of their 
forces north and south and having received 
further supplies of ammunition, decided tu 
push the attack on the center of the city. 
At 10 o'clock the government troops had capt- 
ured the north side of the Alameda, the 
public park of Ciudad Bolivar, which had 
been defended by a double row of barricades. 
Behind one of these were found more than 
thirty dead soldiers, while wounded men 
were seen on all sides. 

At 10 o'clock the government commanders, 
seeing that only the artillery could makea 
breach in the barricades of the Alameda, or- 
dered twelve guns to open fire on them and 
at the same time the Venezuelan fleet, which - 
had changed its anchorage so as to bring its 
guns to bear effectively on the city, opened 
fire. 

Soldiers Without Food. 

The soldiers on both sides had no food for 
two days, no ambulances were used, and yet 
the fighting continued. 

The fight from 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon was horrible. and at 7 o'clock, when the 
last detailed dispatch was sent out, the only 
places which still resisted the onset of the 
government troops were the jall and the 
capitol. 

Early in the afternoon the government 
troops, which had received all the reinforce- 
ments available, together with ammunition, 
and who numbered in all 5,200 men, were or- 
dered to make a general attack upon all po- 
sitions still held by the rebels. 


Zamora Stormed and Taken. 

The “Zamora,” called the Sebastopol of 
Ciudad Bolivar, was stormed ang captured. 
Ninety-four dead rebels were found inside, 
among them being Gen. Azanza, one of the 
revolutionary leaders, whose head had been 
blown off by a shell. It is impossible to 
render an idea of the carnage at this point. 

At the same time Gen. Rivas. Gen. Gomez's 
chief lieutenant, with 2,300 men, succeeded 
in destroying a barricade erected arotind 
the Miranda plaza, the key to the capitol, 
where all the survivors of the revolution 
were concentrated. All the roads and streets 
running into the capitol are guarded by gov- 
ernment troops, and the escape of the revo- 
lutionists after the capture of the capitol 
seems impossible. At 7 o’clock the customs 
house was taken after a ten hours’ fight. 
Sixty were killed as a result of this fight. 

The Dalton block, where the American con- 
sulate and most of the foreign business houses 
are located, was captured at5 o'clock. The 
revolutionists were without provisions and 
water, the supply pipe having been cut. 


BRITAIN CLAIMS THE ISLANDS. 


North Borneo Company Expects the 
United States to Withdraw Claim to 
Those Recently Taken. 


LONDON, July 21.—The British North. 
Borneo company met today and the question 
of the recent occupation by the United 
States of the seven smal! islands off the coast 
of Borneo came up. The chairman, Mr. 
Marten, M. P., said the islands, of which 
Great Britain had been jn possession for 
twenty-five years, were derelict and had not 
been referred to in any treaty with any 
power. Managing Director Cowie said it was 
not.a question of aggression. It was sim-. 
ply a misunderstanding, and in the end the 


United States would, when the matter wasgs:} 


explained, waive its claim to the islands. 


PLOT STORY IS A SURPRISE. 


European Authorities Deny Knowledge 
of Story from Chicago of Plan to 
Kill Keiser. 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, July 21.—It js 
authoritatively stated that the police have 
received no intimation from abroad of an in- 
tended visit of American anarchists. It has 
been known for some time that a prominent 
American anarchist was staying in Chris- 
tiania for the benefit of her health, but there 
is no intimation that her presence has any- 
thing to do with a plot against the German 
emperor. 


CRAZY GIANT FRIGHTENS AGENT. 


Demented Man of Chicago Seeks Prote- 
tion in Lonely Station—Police Go to 
- Rescue on Special Locomotive. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 21.—[{Special.}]— 
While the police were rushing to his aid on 
a special locomotive, John Deringer of the 
Reading railway, at the lonely station of 
Tabor, spent an anxious half hour trying 
to quiet a half crazed giant who had besought 
protection from imaginary foes. The man 
was arrested before he had done any harm. 
He gave his name as Ashman R. Bewers 
and his residence as Chicago. 


IS VICTIM OF LAKE MICHIGAN. 


Roy English of Chicago Loses Life While 
Bathing at South Haven—Wife Sees 
Husband Drown.

the union consents to the employment, no 
such provision has as yet been Incorporated 
in the civil service law, and consequently 
when friends of Miller submitted the propo- 
sition to the president that Public Printer 
Palmer had discharged him merely because 
the union had expelled him there was no 
course of action open to the president except 
to direct his reinstatement, and officers of 
local union No. 4 were sensible enough to 
recognize the fairness of the president’s atti- 
tude, which the union indorsed at its meeting 
tonight. 

‘*So accustomed have the different unions 
which control the government printing office 
been to having their mandates recognized by 
the public printer that when local No. 4 
fired Miller they took it for granted that 
was all the action necessary to secure his 
dismissal, and in this they were not mis- 
taken. But unfortunately they forgot to 
comply with the civil service rules to the 
extent of filing formal charges against Mil- 
ler. This they propose to remedy tomorrow 
by presenting their charges to Secretary 
Cortelyou in the shape of a statement to be 
transmitted to the president, giving their 
reasons for expelling Miller from the union. 
Four hundred members attended the meet- 
ing tonight.”’ 

Postoffice department officials are looking 
for an agreement between District Attorney 
Youngs of Brooklyn and the counsel for 
Reavers, which will relieve the present em- 
barrassing situation caused by Beavers’ re- 
fusal to submit to arrest in Brooklyn. An 
effort is being made at the postoffice depart- 
ment to make it appear Beavers’ refusal to 
leave the borough of Manhattan can be con- 
strued to his disadvantage when he comes to 
trial and it is frequently remarked by the 
officials that Beavers is even now a fugitive 
from justice. 

Notwithstanding this air of assurance some 
of the officials are inclined to look upon the 
matter more seriously. It was admitted this 
afternoon that District Attorney Youngs is 
pursuing a most unusual course in not-im- 
mediately apprehending Beavers, no matter 
where he may be located. No fault is found 
with Youngs, who, since his consultation with 
Assistant Attorney Genera! Robb of the post- 
office department, went to New York yester- 
day. He has determined to pursue a wait- 
ing course and to endeavor to convince 
Beavers’ attorneys that it will be better for 
their client to have him return to his homein 
Brooklyn and there accept service. 

It is known that the first overtures made 
by District Attorney Youngs in response'to 
the statement of Beavers’ counsel that their 
client was ready to surrender in Manhattan 
was met with the answer by Beavers’ attor- 
neys that they wanted to know what he was 
charged with. District Attorney Youngs an- 
swered that the indictment contained de- 
tailed information on this point, but this did 
not satisfy Beavers. The officials say they 
do not purpose giving him the benefit of two 
trials, and there is some reflection upon Com- 
missioner Shields in a declaration made this 
afternoon that Beavers’ attorneys net only 
offered to produce their client in Manhattan 
but were particular to mention before Com- 
missioner Shields. 

* 

Representative Cannon left this afternoon 
for New York, where he wil! meet some finan- 
cial leaders and discuss prospective financial 
legislation. Mr. Cannon will, in all proba- 
bility, visit Oyster Bay and will discuss the 
same subject with the president. Before 
leaving Washington Mr. Cannon held a long 
conference with Secretary Moody, and while 
both refused to divulge the nature of the con- 
ference, it is said Mr. Moody was endeavor- 
ing to convince Mr. Cannon of the necessity 
for some financial legislation.

Board Passes on Many Large 
Personal Property As- 
sessments. 


FEW RADICAL CHANGES. 


David Mayer, Otto Young, and 
_ Others Argue to Secure 
Reductions. 


Some of the largest personalty assessments 
in the city were passed on by the board of 
review yesterday. Few large alterations in 
the assessors’ figures were made. One of the 
few business men who had no complaint to 
make was W. C. Thorne, vice president of 
Montgomery Ward & Co. 

“I should say that our last year’s valua- 
tion was $100,000 to $200,000 too low,”’ Mr. 
Thorne said. ‘I did not make out a schedule 
because the task was more than I could do, 
and I put the blank into the waste paper 
basket.”’ 

“Otto Young made out three schedules,” 
suggested Reviewer West. 

Mr. Thorne said his company was incor- 
porated for $500,000, that its daily cash bal- 
ance ran from $50,000 to $250,000, and that 
$1,250,000 insurance was carried on the stock 
in the Chicago store. 

Otto Young had many explanations to 
prove the valuations in the great concerns 
in which he is interested should be reduced. 


Fishing Trip Proves Expensive. 

‘* My partner went fishing last spring,’’ Mr. 
Young said, “leaving $27,900 in the bank 
when it should have been paid out on our ac- 
counts. He will not doit again, or he Will pay 
the added tax out of his own pockets.”’ 

The $250,000 on which the merchant paid 
taxes at his home, last year, was raised by 
the assessors to $300,000. “‘ Thatis not right,”’ 
Mr. Young expostulated. ‘‘I have less this 
year than last. I have invested $190,000 in 
rea] estate and I have given $120,000 to char- 
ity.” 

Last year’s figures were restored, as Pres!- 
dent Meacham intimated that the county 
would like to be included in future charities. 

The assessors had estimated the Schles- 
inger & Mayer stock at $700,000 and David 
Mayer was there to object. His schedule 
showed $526,000, and $42,000 cash on hand, 
against last year’s valuation of $950,000. 


Protest from David Mayer. 

“You did us an injustice last year,”’ Mr. 
Mayer said, “‘and now we are shut upina 
bandbox. Our property is reduced more 
than half, owing to the building operations. 
When our new building is completed in Oc- 
tober we will have twice the space we now 
have.” 

The board took the.matter under advise- 
ment. J. R. Owen, for Mrs. J. H. McVicker. 
said his client had sold her theater property 
within the year and that all she owned was 
her homestead and the investments of the 
theater sale. 

Despite all the quizzing by the reviewers 
of George W. Stahl, treasurer of the Stand- 
ard Oil company, the figures sent In by that 
concern remained untouched. There was an 
ample showing of $50 horses and $60 trucks 
and a marked scarcity of the product the 
company deals in, but Mr. Stahl’s story was 
unassailable. The schedules he had sub- 
mitted were $45,000 higher than last year.

to return $4,000,000 in illegal profits. Itisthe 
first step in what promises to be a flood of 
litigation. 

Through his counsel the receiver filed six 
summons in assumpsit in both the United 
States Circuit court and the local courts of 
Common Pleas. 
fendants were William J. Latta, Sydney F. 
Tyler, George D. Widener, George W. Elkins, 
William L. Elkins, and E. Burgess Warren. 
All the bills are filed by the name of Henry 
Tatnall, receiver. No statements were en- 
tered on the’record.

‘Union to Return Yerkes Leases 
to the Underlying Corpo-. 
rations. 


With franchise mattets off their hands for 
some time the Union Traction company 
managers are again turning their attention 
to reorganization plans. It is deemed neces- 

‘gary to first determine accurately the rela- 
tions between the Union Traction and the 
North and West Chicago Street railway com- 
panies, and while ng absolute arrangement 

‘has been developed q tentative proposition 
has been framed, and, it is thought, will be 
completed. 

While still preserving the relations of land- 
lords and tenants between the underlying 
companies and the leasing one, the plan 
would make the. stockholders the two 


oider companies practically preferred stock- . 


holders in the Union Traction company, they 
being paid according to the earning power 
of the roads instead of a received fixed rental 
ag at present. 

In return the Union Traction company 
would rewrite the leases it obtained from 
Charies T. Yerkes, so as to vest the title to 

ethe property in the underlying companies 
without question, and also make the stock 
purchased from Yerkes and held by trustees 
security to guarantee the carrying out of the 
contract, by providing that in case of for- 
feiture it should go to stockholders of the 


* underlying” company instead of to the Union 


Traction company, as one reading of the 
Yerkes leases’ would now permit. 


Would Have Sale of Bonds. 


Under some such arrangement it is thought 

~ the Union Traction company could float the 

Bond issue necessary to rehabilitate the prop- 

ty and take it out of the hands of the re- 

ceivers. Much depends upon the terms made 
with the city. 

Under the arrangement by which the cor- 
porations have been operating, the Union 
Traction company has been paying stock- 
holders of the North Chicago Street railway 
company annual dividends of 12 per cent 
and giving those of the west side company 
6 per cent as rental. 

The propose plan would preserve these 
figures. of 12 and 6 per cent, but this, in- 
stead of being guaranteed, would be in the 
nature of cumulative preferred stock, the 
road paying the amount justified by the earn- 
ings, the remainder being credited to the 
stockholders, to be paid when larger earnings 
would permit. 

It is estimated that this would allow pay- 
ment of dividends of 8 per cent to the north 
side stockholders and 4 per cent to the west 
side ones, the extra 4 and 2 per cent remain- 
ing to their credit. As the business of the 
corporation increased, the old rate could be 
resumed and the arrearages paid-up. Then 
the Union Traction company could begin 
making money for itself. It is claimed the 
company is earning $1,800 a day more than 
it did last year. | 


Bonds Must Take Precedence. 


Bonds needed for the improvements which 
must be made if the road is to continue doing 
business and develop its full earning ca- 
pacity must take precedence of all stock, 
whether of the Union Traction or the under- 
lying companies. and the interest on them 
paid before dividends are voted to any one 
if the sale of the securities could be expected. 
After this interest is paid the dividends to 
underlying companies and later to those of 
the Union Traction company would be 
settled. 

The plan proposes to make the owner- 
ship of the underlying companies perfectly 
plain, as well as to vest in them any fran- 
chises which may be procured from the city; 
also that in case of forfeiture the guarantee 
fund shall go to the stockholders of the un- 
derlying companies. ~- 


“Permit Order” a Mistake. 


Commissioner of Public Works’ Blocki 
wrote to General Manager Roach of the 
Union Traction company yesterday, explain- 
ing that the celebrated ‘ permit order” of 
last Friday, on which the application for an 
injunction against the city was based, was 
all a mistake and did not mean anything. 
Mr. Blocki says he had asked the corpora- 
tion counsel's office for a form of permit 
for street work by the companies, to be used 
after July 30, when the franchises expire. 

Pending the preparation of this form, Maj. 
Tolman instructed him to stamp all current 
permits ‘‘ not good after July 30.” A mis- 
understanding of this order caused Superin- 
tendent of Streets Doherty to send out the 
notice which caused the trouble telling the 
tra@tion companies that after that date no 
permits would be granted. ,

Eleven Bring Action for Personal In- 
juries in One Day, Damages Asked 
Aggregating $139,000. 


Citizens of Chicago are becoming familiar 
with traction ‘“‘ hard luck” stories as told 
by street railway officials treating for re- 
newal of franchises: One of the most a 
pealing arguments is the frightful expense o 
operating, and the meager profits which are 
therefore the lot of the stockholders.

TALK OF DAMAGE CASRS 


BAR ASSOCIATION MEMBERS SUG- 
GEST A REMEDY. 


Great Increase in Number of Personal 
Injury Suits in Cook County Causes 
Much Discussion at Meeting of 
State Organization at Chicago 
Beach Hotel—More Care by Employ- 
ers Urged—Plan Is Presented to Pen- 
sien Aged Judges. 


“First of all, if we would have less per- 
sonal injury litigation, let us have fewer acci- 
dents. Owners cannot be relied on to take 
preventive measures. They should be com- 
pelled by appropriate legislation to guard 
their factories, elevators, rights of way, roll- 
ing stock, and all dangerous, appliances. 
They should be required to report in detail to 
a public officer or bureau all accidents. Pub- 
licity isthe best of purifiers.’’ 

This was the substance of an address delly- 
ered by Charles H. Hamill on ‘* Personal In- 
jury Litigation ’’ before the Illinois State 
Bar association on the first day of its twen- 
ty-seventh annual convention at the Chicago 


Beach hotel yesterday. 
‘‘Let us use our influence as lawyers and 


ued, ‘‘ to speed the legislation recommended 
by the practice commission to clear the dock- 
ets and expedite the business of the courts.” 

The alarming extent to which the courts 
are becoming burdened with personal injury 
suits occupied the attention of the associa- 
tion during the afternoon and provoked con- 
siderable discussion. Remedies were sug- 
gested by Attorney Hamill and ex-Judge 
Arba N. Waterman. 


As Many as in All Europe. 

Mr. Hamill had collected figures which 
showed that during the first six months of 
1890 the pergonal injury suits in the courts of 
Cook county numbered 346, while for the 
same months in 1903 there were 2,287, as 
many, it was declared, as in all the countries 
of Europe. After stating that In every case 
in which action is brought there is reason to 
beHeve that there has actually been an acci- 
dent of some sort Attorney Hamill continued: 

** An examination of such fragmentary sta- 
tistics of accidents as are at hand discloses 
startling results. There are no reliable fig- 
ures to be had as to the number of accidents 
in factories or in the streets from street cars 
and other vehicles, but some idea of their 
extent can be surmised when it is realized 
that fully 60 per cent of the actions brought 
for personal injuries in the courts of Cook 
county during the last six months were 
against the companies operating surface lines 
and the city of Chicago.’’ 


Quotes a Plan of Altgeld’s. 


In discussing the same subject former 
Judge Waterman said that personal in- 
jury litigation would continue to increase. 
“Its increase in the future will be, as in 
the past. coincident with the enlarged use 
of machinery in manufacturing and trans- 
portation,”’ he said. ‘“ Gov. Altgeld came to 
the conclusion that whatever is awarded a 
person for permanent disability should not 
be paid to him in a lump sum, but invested 
so as to produce a life annuity, thus securing 
to the injured person during his life an in- 
come commensurate with that which but 
for such injury he might have earned.” 


Good Attendance at Meeting. 
There was a good attendance when the 
eeting was called to order by Judge Murray 
. Tuley, and more lawyers are looked for 
today. Distinguished members of the bench 
and bar from every part of Illinois were 
present. As shown by the report of Secre- 
tary James H. Matheny of Springfield, the 
association has a memb@rship of 700. Many 
out of town judges and lawyers were present. 

The address of Judge Tuley, which opened 
the meeting, was the principal one of the 
morning. Judge Tuley spoke of ‘“ Equity 
Maxims,” and among other things said: 
‘‘These maxims are so comprehensive, so 
broad, so fruitful. so elastic, and inculcate 
such a pure morality that I have sometimes 
thought that possibly the world would be 
better off if we could burn all our text books 
on equity, jurisprudence—and we might in- 
clude 95 per cent of the ‘ reports ’—ahd pre- 
serve only those grand, wise, comprehensive, 
pure, and beautiful maxims with which to 
redress all civil wrongs and enforce all civil 
rights as betweensman and man.” 


to Pension Judges. 
A bill providing for the tenure of office for 


their widows was introduced by Attorney 
James A. Peterson and caused considerable 
discussion. The bill provides that, although 
no man may be elected as judge of the Cir- 


of Cook county after he has reached the age 
of 50 years, he may be reélected always as his 
own successor up to the age of 70 years. 
‘Every person holding the office of judge con- 
tinuously for twenty years prior to arriving 
at the age Of 70 years shafl then be entitled to 
a pension of $3,500 a year. 

During the life of his widow if she survives 
him and remains ufimarried she shall receive 
a pension of $1,500 a year. Provision is also 
made for aged judges now in office. 

Attorney Peterson explained that the act 
was intended to provide for such cases of 
long public service as those of Jufiges Tuley, 
Gary, and Shepard. The Dill was referred 
to the committee on judiciary. 


Shot at State Organization. 

Judge Jesse Holdom in announcing the 
work of the committee on law reform took 
occasion to criticise what he termed “ that 
potent blighting power called the organiza- 
tion.” in the state legislature. According 
to the report, none of the acts recommended 
by the report of the committee were passed 
by the legislature. The same “ baneful ”’ 
organization, he declared, arrested their 
further progress at the third reading. 

Edwin M. Ashcraft spoke on ‘‘ The Ethics 
of the Profession.”” He declared that on an 
average all the property in the state passes 
through the hands of the lawyer as often as 
once in twenty-five years. —_—

MAYOR’S PRESIDENTIAL BOOM © 
WILL BE KEPT UNTIL 1908. 


Expects to Gain Prestige from Forthcom- 
ing Report of McGann’s Committee on 
Campaign Issues. 


Mayor Harrison !s planning his political 
future with a view to becoming the demo- 
cratic candidate for president in 1908. Con- 
sequently he accepts all the tatk of his pos- 
sible nomination next year as a “ jolly.” 

Such is the statement’‘from Controller Mc- 
Gann’s office in the city hall. Mr. McGann 
said that he would name the committee to 
promulgate the’ proposed declaration of 
democratic principles within two weeks. 
Whether the committee should be confined 
to Illinois democrats or spread over all the 
middle western states is causing some de- 
bate. Through the committee's declaration, 
it was. learned, the mayor expects to take 
rank as a national leader of his party. The 
committee will try to frame up a set of prin- 
ciples which it believes are certain to be 
accepted as party issues next year. In the 
event that it succeeds Mayor Harrison's 
‘champions will then point out that he wrote 
the platform and set him up as the coming 
man. 

‘“ Republican leaders out through the state, 
who have grown weary of so much factional 
fighting, are patching up their differences.” 
This statement pas made by a prominent 
representative of the party from down in 
‘Egypt’ at state headquarters yesterday. 
“It means,” he added, ‘‘ that we are acting 
‘independently of this Cook county crowd.” 


MAYOR READY FOR VACATION. 


He Will Leave Tomorrow for Huron 
Mountain Club on Lake Superior, to 
Remain Three Weeks. 


Mayor Harrison will leave for the Huron 
Mountain club, on the south shore of Lake 
Superior, tomorrow evening. where he ex- 
pects to remain for three weeks with Mrs. 
Harrison and the children. He will then re- 
turn to Chicago for three or four days, and 
will spend the rest of his vacation on a trip 
to the Yellowstone. 

Munroe Fulkerson has been appointed a 
special assistant corporation counsel, to in- 
vestigate fires supposed to be incendiary.

Dr. Reynolds is expected to remain if 
charge of the department until after the 
council convenes on Sept. 28, and it is ex- 
pected the mayor will then reappoint him. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Sprogle had a 
conference yesterday with attorneys of the 
Citizens’ association who are undertaking 
to push the investigation of the department 
before the July grand jury. It is said the 
evidence is different from that presented to 
the civil service board.

CALLS SCHOOLS BEHIND TIME. 


Prof. Locke Says System Does Not Keep 
Pace with Progress and Objects 
‘to Curriculum. 


“The present day system of edueation is 
behind the times and is based on a wrong 
idea of the relation of the schools and society. 
Many studies, Latin and Greek among them, 
are given only because of tradition.” 

With these statements Prof. George H. 
Locke of the University of Chicago expressed 
his opinion of the school system in his lecture 
on “ Education and Social Progress "’ before 
the summer students. 

“ The prevailing idea of the position of the 
schools,”’ said Prof. Locke, ‘ts that they 
should reflect the social life of the time. I 
maintain their attitude toward social prog- 
ress should be that of leaders. We cannot 
hope for a science of education until this 1s 


realized.”’

DON’T FORGET THE CITY'S DUES. 

When the Union Traction company leased 
the north and west side roads it agreed to 
pay 12 per cent on the stock of the one 
and 6 per cept on the stock of the other. 
That was a bad bargain for the lessee, be- 
cause the two roads were overcapitalized. 
Negotiations, which no doubt will:be suc- 
cessful, are in progress to reform the leases 
and cut down the dividend rates. That will 
reduce the fixed charges of the lessee roads. 
It is also intimated by the men who are 
looking after its interests that the money 
required to make improvements will be 
secured by a bond issue, the interest on 
the bonds to take precedence over the divi- 
dends on the stock of the underlying roads. 
All surplus earnings above fixed charges 
and guaranteed dividends are to be used 
for the payment of dividends on Union 
Traction stock. 

The plans of the reorganizers do not ap- 
pear to take into account the payment of 
compensation to the city. That will be a 
fixed charge which should not be neglected. 
The city will not extend the privileges of 
the Union Traction company without ade- 
quate compensation. Although that com- 
pany is not in- good shape financially it will 
be required to pay as much as‘the City 
railway company, which is in excellent 
condition. The city cannot discriminate 
in favor of the Union Traction company 
because it and the underlying companies 
have been financed after a fearful and won- 
derful fashion. The south side company is 
asked to pay 20 per cent of its gross receipts, 
The same compensation will be expected 
of the Union ‘Traction company. The reor- 
gahizers must not lose sight of that im- 
portant fact. 

Why should the city forego compensation 
in order that dividends may be paid on the 
stock of that company under existing con- 
‘ditions? The common stock has no value. 
It was a gift to the subscribers to the pre- 
ferred stock.

PLYMOUTH ROCK IN DANGER. 

Piymouth Rock is in danger. The people 
of Provincetown and the Cape Cod Pilgrim 
(Memorial association propose not only to 
erect a layge stone monument upon the 
spot where “ first they trod,’’ with a beacon 
light upen it which will shine thirty miles 
out to sea, but to have the histories revised 
so that they truthfully shall show that the 
Pilgrims did not land first on Plymouth 
Rock but upon Provincetown Rock, and 
that it was in Provincetown harbor the 
Mayflower found a safe haven, hind in that 
harbor the famous “compact ” was drawn 
up. Probably if there were inhabitants on 
Clark’s island they, too, would put in a 
prior claim, and a Clark’s island rock, fot 
it is a matter of true history that some 
Pilgrims landed there also on their way 
from Provincetown to Plymouth. 

This is not the worst. The Boston Ad- 
vertiser goes so fat as to intimate that what 
is now known as Plymouth Rock was five 
miles away from its present location when 
the Pilgrims came to Plymouth. Worse 
than this, that the people of Plymouth haye 
carried rocks to the present locality to keep 
up the tradition; and, worse still, that they 
are accused “of selling successive Plym- 
outh Rocks by piecemeal for souvenirs, 
and of moving over a new stone from a 
neighboring pasture as fast as the old stone 
is broken up.” 

Thus one after the other the old familiar 
traditions disappear. It has taken nearly

It should be 
read by every good citizen with lively satis- 
faction, the highest pleasure, and the set: 
*tled conviction that helis a citizen “ of no 
mean city.” | 

Evidently the health department is proud 
of its report and it well may be. It is im- 
possible not to observe between the lines of 
its technical and statistical remarks a cer- 
tain glow of enthusiasm and pride over the 
nature of the contents. There is even a dis- 
position to be kittenish on the part of the 
department’s savants, as when, for instance, 
Chicago is mentioned as the summer resort 
and the “summer resort weather” is officially 
recognized. Tife officials not only have good 
reason to be cheerful ‘but they would have 
been excused if they had unbent even more 
and exulted over the figures and facts they 
present. 

There are several encouraging feagures 
in the municipal situation. Ere long we 
shall have wide tires. Union Traction will 
not be a burning question until next fall, 
There is a cessation of rioting. But’ even 
these mercies might have seemed of smal]! 
account if the health department’s bulletin 
iad been pessimistic or had been occupied 
with warnings about the “ pestilence that 
walketh in darkness ” and “‘ the destruction 
that wasteth atnoonday.” On the contrary, 
it sends out the cheering note that there 
were only fifty-seven cases of contagious 
diseases during the week, the lowest num- 
ber in nearly three years, and one-half less 
than the week before. In the corresponding 
week of last year there were more than 
twice as many cases. The only warning of 
the department is against the use of un- 
treated hydrant water for drinking pur- 
poses. In more concise and familiar Eng- 
lish; “boil the water.” Certainly there is 
no place it summer so delightful as the 
“great place of summer resort.” For that 
matter, there is no place so delightful all 
the year round. 


PASSIVE RESISTANCE.

The precedent upon which they mainly 
rely seems to be that of John Hampden. 
Hampden’s refusal to pay ship money is 
considered by them to be analogous to their 
refusal to pay taxes in support of Anglican 
schools. 

In this country a refusal to pay taxes 
has not been unknown, Certain women 
in Glastonbury, Conn., at one time refused 
to pay taxes on the ground that they were 
not allowed to vote and that taxation with- 
out representationwwas tyranny. Similarly 
certain members of the Society of Friends, 
because of.their aversion to physical strife, 
refused to pay war taxes during the war of 
the rebellion. The present English taxa- 
tion refusal, however, appeals to a larger 
number of people and in its opposition to 
the hierarchy and to the squirarchy enlists 
the sympathy of a formidable percentage 
of that formidable body, the English middle 
class.

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ICTOR DRUMMOND retirement on 
score of age from the post of British 
envoy to the courts of Munich and of 
Stuttgart is about to be signalized by 
his advancement in the order of the 

Bath to the rank of a knight commander, 
which will have the effect of increasing the 
number of American born women bearing 
foreign titles. 

For Mrs. Drummond, who, as soon as ever 
her husband receives his knighthood vadecogs 
King Edward, will become “ Lady Drum- 
mond,” was a New York girl, a Miss Eliza- 


of New York, her marriage taking’ place in 
this country while Victor Drummond was 
attached to the embassy at Washington as 
first secretary and as chargé d'affaires. 

He will be remembered. by many as the 
right hand man of Sir Edward Thornton. 
He has numerous American friends and ts 
a member of that family of Drummond of 
whéch the earl of Perth is the chief. Lord 
Perth was formerly known as Lord Strathal- 
lan, and succeeded to the earldom of Perth 
only last year. 

Victor Drummond is also a grandson of 
the fifth duke of Rutland, and probably 
knows more of the politics and family affairs 
of the petty sovereigns of Germany than 
any other foreign diplomat, having been 
stationed as minister at Munich for near 
twenty years, in fact ever since he left Wash- 
ington after his marriage. He has no chil- 
dren. 

Incidentally I may state that his successor 
as British envoy at Munich is Reginald Tow- 
er, who was at Washington for several years 
with the late Lord Pauncefote, and who 
“after service at Pekin, both immediately 
prior and subsequent to the siege of the lega- 
tions, has more recently been figuring as 
English minister to Siam. 

Considerable curiosity has been manifested 
by those Americans and English people who 
are In the habit of spending the winter in the 
south of France as to the identity of the | 
Mr. William Freeman, whom Prince Louis 
of Bourbon, Count Aquila, and a full-fledged 
royal highness, is accustomed to present 
everywhere as his son-in-law. 

Whenever Queen Victoria staid in the 
south of France she made a point of receiv- 
ing both Prince\Louis of Bourbon and his 
English son-in-law, Mr. Freeman, and of 
inviting them to dinner, while King Edward 
and other foreign royalties show them simi- 
lar attention. It may be, therefore, well to 
explain just who Mr. William Freeman is, 
the more so as his birth and ancestry are 
of the most romantic character. 

It may be remembered that the royal Duc 
de Berry, only son and heir of King Charles 
X. of France, contracted while in exile in 
England during the reign of the first Em- 
peror Napoleon a marriage according to 
English law with a Miss Amy Brown, the 
datghter of an English clergyman named 
Brown. This marriage was not recognized 
as legal in France after the Bourbon restora- 
tion in consequence of its having failed to 
receive the sanction of the duke’s father 
and of his uncle, King Louis XVIII., and 
he therefore married during the lifetime of 
Amy Brown a daughter of the Bourbon king 
of Naples, who survived him as duchess de 
Berry, and whose son, after having reigned 
for a few hours as Henry V. of France, after 
the abdication in his favor of his grand- 
father, King Charlies X. in 1830, spent the 
remainder of his days in. exile under the 
name of the duke of Bordeaux and the count 
of Chambord. 

~~ 

By his marriage with Amy Brown the 
duke of Berry had three sons. The two 
eldest boys, John and Robert, were for some 
mysterious reason registered under the name 
of Freeman, and grew up under the care of 
their mother’s father, the clergyman, as 
Protestants and English subjects, whereas. 
the third son, George, as well as the two 
daughters, were reared by the duke’s French 
relatives and friends as Roman Catholics 
and as French citizens. 

The story of the two little girls is well 
known. When the duke of Berry was as- 
sassinated at the opera at Paris he sént for 
them and confided them to his uncle, King 
Louis XVIII., and to his royal wife, the 
duchess of Berry, who adopted them. One 
of them. married the baron de Charrette, 
father of the present popular French gen- 
eral of that name, who is married to Miss 
Polk of Tennessee, while the other became 
the wife of the prince dé Lucinge-Faucigny. 
George Brown died only a few years ago 
without issue at Nantes. 

But his eldest brother, John Freeman, 
after serving ‘in the English navy as offi- 
cer, married at Berne, in the presence of 
the British envoy, accredited to the Swiss 
republic, a Mile. de Blonay, sister of Baron 
W. de Blonay, who is the chief of one of 
the most ancient and illustrious families of 
the Swiss Canton de Vaud. 

The castle of Blonay, about three miles 
from Montreux, on the slope of the moun- 
tains that surround the lake of Geneva, is 
familiar to all American ‘tourists and most 
picturesque. 

The Blonays are imbued with much family 
pride, and would not permit the marriage 
of any daughter of their house to John | 
Freeman until they had satisfied themselves. 
in the most positive manner that he was at 
any rate accqrding to English law a legiti- 
mate son of the duke de Berry and of Amy 
Brown, born in lawful and ecclesiastical 
wedlock, and a legitimate brother therefore 
of the baroness de Charrette and of the 
princess de Lucinge-Faucigny. He died in 
1866 at Zurich, leaving six children, three 
of whom now survive. The eldest, John, mar- 
ried to Mile. de Szamere, makes his home in 
Italy; the second, Marie, married to Count 
Louis Eichthal, died two years ago; the third, 
William, married the daughter of Prince 
Louis of Bourbon above mentioned; the 
fourth, Robert, died in Australia; the fifth, 
Geoffrey, died in India; while the sixth, 
Henry. married a Miss Adams, and lives in 
England. 

Prince Louis of Bourbon, Count Aquila, 
belongs to that particular branch of. the 
Naples Bourbons which has made its peace 
with the now reigning family of Italy, and is 
well known in this country, where he spent 
a considerable time, marrying in New York 
an American girl, a Miss Hamel, who now 
bears the title of countess de Rocca-Guigliel- 
me His marriage took place on March 22, 
1869. 

Two children were born to the union, a 
daughter, who through courtesy is styled 
Princess Marie of Bourbon, although in law® 
merely Mrs. William Freeman; and a son, 
who, strictly speaking, should bear the tftle 
of his American mother—namely: that of 
count de Rocca-Guiglielmo, but who, through 
the courtesy of the Italian court. and of 
Roman society, is styled prince of Bourbon. 
He is an officer in the Italian army, wasa 
particular favorite of the late King Humbert, 
and is married to the wealthy daughter of 
Count Valbranca, Portuguese consul general 
at Rome. 

Prince Louis himself is a son of that old 
prince of the same name, who married Prin- 
cess Januaria of Brazil, sister of thé late 
Emperor Dom Pedro. At the time of the 
overthrow of the kingdom of Naples, fofty- 
three years ago, the prince, a granduncle of 
the last king of Naples, was admiral-in-chief 
of the Neapolitan fleet. Until 1870 he staid 
with his brother-in-law, Emperor Dom 
Pedro, in Brazil, but after the Brazilian rev- 
olution, when the emperor was no longer able 
to provide for his welfare, he found himself 
In straitened circumstances, until King Hum- 
bert effected a reconciliation with him, ap- 
pointed him to the rank of admiral of the 
fleet in the Italian navy, and enabled him to 
recover fronythe Italian government the val- 
uable property of his wife in Italy.

Under the circumstances it would not have 
been surprising had the market developed 
strength. And perhaps it might have had 
not some western and Pittsburg operators 
proceeded literally to deluge the market with 
stocks from one quarter and another. Steel 
trdst shares, United States Realty stocks, 
Rock Island, Louisville and Nashville, and 
Brie—these tumbled out in an apparently 
never ceasing stream, with new low records 
for-the present movement established in 


every case. 
Yet it is worth recording that despite this 


® insistent and aggressive pressure the market 


as a whole did not become weak. Those 
stocks under active pressure alone suffered. 
In the standard investment shares, notably 
St. Paul, Centrai, and Pennsylvania, there 
was strength throughout of a buying char- 


acter not to be checked by bear forays. 


The sharp break in the shares of the steel 

trust, with the common stock selling below 
the panic prices of May 9, 1901, may be con- 
strued in several ways. though always it 
must be considered as disquieting. It may 
foreshadow, asj some of the loudest sellers 
proclaimed, thag the dividend on the common 
stock will be reduced: or passed.

The weakness of the first reason—that of 
the possibility of a reduced dividend or no 
dividend at all—is that the controllers of 
the property give it the emphatic lie.

Of the second theory—that of forced sell- 
ing—it can be said that the only character 
of such sales that suggested urgent liquida- 
tion is that in which certain Westerna Pitts- 
burg men played the principal part. 

One thing is clear, and that is that the 
enormous biocks of.common stock taken by 
important local banking interests *do not 
seem to suggest any present fear for a divi- 
dend on the stock.
